Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear exactly what Applicant is trying to claim. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device or method must 
be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device/method. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Regarding Claim 1 , the actual steps of the process are 
not claimed and therefore cannot be useful. Regarding Claim 2, a software design does 
not fit within the statutory classes of invention. Regarding Claim 3, the use of data 
chunked for learning transfer in variable sets does not fit within the statutory classes of 
invention. Regarding Claim 4, the use of specially designed software in the experience 
transfer process does not fit within the statutory classes of invention. Regarding Claim 
5, the overall process must be recited specifically (i.e., actual steps) in the claims. 
Regarding Claim 6, the use of the AEL process for all computer-based experience 
transfer application must be recited specifically (i.e., actual steps) in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims land 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hall et 
aL(US 6,767,211). 

1 . [Claim 1]: Regarding Claim 1 , Hall discloses a learning process of isolation of key 
information chunks from experts (i.e., mini-lessons, mini-content objects) and the 
transference of those data bits. See Abstract and Col. 7: 11-13. 

2. [Claim 3]: Regarding Claim 3, Hall discloses data (i.e., mini-lessons, mini-content 
objects) chunked for learning in variable sets. See Abstract and Col. 7: 11-13. 

3. [Claim 4]: Regarding Claim 4, Hall discloses specially designed software (i.e., mini 
lessons, mini-content objects) in the experience transfer process. See Abstract and 
Col.7: 11-13. 

4. [Claim 5]: Regarding Claim 5. Hall discloses an accelerated experiential learning 
(i.e., targeted experiential learning) process. See Col.7: 11-13. 

[Claim 6]: Regarding Claim 6, Hall discloses an AEL process for all computer-based 
experience transfer applications. See Col.7: 11-13.
